America, as this old England oppolcth our preſent 
Srate, and clouds the glorious extents thereof in Eu- 
rope : Beſides, there they trade for commodities with- 
out. waſte of their Treaſure, and oftenreturn Gold 
for Knives,Glaſſes, and the like trifles, and chat with- 
out ſuch loſs of their Marriners, as in other places , 
therefore I croſſed whatſoever Intendments were pro- 
jeed for Yarginis, or the Bermudpes, becauſe I ſee 
they may be hereafter really ap unto as 
now they ſerve for Drains to u their 
State, which elſe would oyer-flow its own Banks, by 
continuance of Peace, and turn Head upon ir ſelf, or 
make a Body fitfor any Rebellion. 

Ando far I prevailed hercin, as I cauſed moſt of 
the Recuſants, who were ſhazers, ro with-draw their 
Ventures and diſcourage the Work, ſo that belides 
private Perſons unable to effeft much, nothing was 
done ww publick Purſe : And we know by cxperi-

A but that :nofeſ Enemy to our Seats and Church 
who dyed ſhortly afrer, gave Council to reſtore them 
ro the Rebellious Stares, as one that knew popular 
Common-wealths ro be better Neighbours, ſurer 
Friends, and leſs dangerous enemies, than Monarchs ; 
and ſo by this praRtice reſcued them from my hands, 
and furniſhed the Exchequer from thence for that 
tirnezneither was I much grieved at this, becauſethe de- 
pendancy they had before of the Engliſh, ſeemed now 
co becuroff, and the intereſt the Exg/iſh had in them 
and their cauſe, to be taken away, which muſt be fully 
and finally effe&ted, before we can hope either ro 
Conquer them, or England, who holding together are 
too ſtrong for the World at Sea z; and therefore muſt 
be diſunired before they can be overcome. This 
point of Statceis acknowledged by our moſt experi- 
enced Pentioner, and ſure Friend, Mounfer Barnevelt, 
whoſe ſucceeding plots for this end, ſhall bear witneſs 
for the depth of his Judgement. 

Sixtly, Bur the laſt ſervice I did for the Stare, was 
not the leaſt, when I underwroughtthat admirable En- 
gine, Rawlrigh, and ſo was the cauſe, his yoyagethreat- 
ning much danger and —_ tO us was overthrown,

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and himſelf returning indiſgrace,I purſued almoſt to: 
death z Neither (I ope) need I fay almoſt, if all 
things hit right, and all ſtrings hold ; Bur the derer- 
mination of my commiſſion would not permit me 
longer to ſtay to follow him to execution, which I de» 
fired the rather,that by conceſſion I might haye wrung 
from the inconſiderate Engliſh,an acknowledgment of 
my Maſters right in thoſe places, puniſhing him for 
attempting there, thoughthey might preſcribe for the 
firſt foot; And this I did ro ſtop their mouths hereat- 
cer, and becauſe I would quench the heat and yalour 
of that Nation, that none thould dare hereafter ro un- 
dertakethe like, or be ſo hardy as to look our ar Sea, 
or breath upon our coaſts ; and laſtly , becauſe I would 
bring to an ignominious death, that old Pirate, who 
is one of the laſt now living, bread under that deceaſed 
Engliſh Virago, and by her flctht in ourblood and ru- 
in:To dothis I had many Agents, firſt,divers Cour- 
tiers who were hungry and gaped wide for Spaniſh 
Gold; Secondly, ſome that bare him ar the heart tor 
inveterate quarrels; Thirdly, ſome forraigners, who 
having in vain ſought the Z1ixer hitherto , hope to 
find it in his head , Fourthly, all men of the Romiſb 
Faith,who are of the Spaniſh Faftion, and would have 
been my Blood-hounds to hunt him or any ſuch to 
death willingly, as perſons hating the proſperity of 
their Country,and the yalour, worlh, and wit of their 
own Nation, in reſpe& of us and onr Catholick 
cauſe ; Laſtly, I left behind me ſuch an inſtrument 
compoſed artificially, of a cular hnderſlnding and 


aRe — roteſſion, as he is Every way adopted to 


ſcrue himſelf intothe Cloſet of the heart, and to work 


upon feminine Levity,who in that Country, have g- 
| culine 
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culine Spirits, to command and purſue their Plots un- 
to death. This therefore I account as done, and re- 
joyce in it, knowing it will be very ym to us, 
grateful ro our Faction there, and what though it be 
croſs to the People,or the Clergy,we that only nego- 
tiate for our gain,& treat about this marriage tortheir 
own ends, can conclude or break off when we ſee our 
time, without reſpec of ſuch, as can neither profitus, 
nor hurt us;for I havecertain knowledg,thatthe Com- 
mons generally are (o effeminate and cowardly, that 
they at their Muſters, which are ſeldome and flight, 
only forthe benefit of their Muſter Maſters of a z000 
Souldicrs, ſcarcea hundred dares diſchargea Mus ker, 
and of that hundred, ſcarce one can uſe it like a Soul- 
dier z And for their Arms they are (o ill provided, 
that one Corflet ſerycth many men, when ſuch as ſhew 
their Armour one day in one place, lend them to their 
friends in other places to ſhew, when they have uſe ; 
And thisif it be ſpicd, is only puniſhed by a mulcr 
in the purſe, which 1s the Officers aim, who tor his ad. 
vantage, winks at the reſt, andis glad to find and che- 
riſh by Connivance profitable fautrs, that increaſe his 
Revenues z; Thus ftands the ſtate of that poor miſe- 
rable Country, which had never morepeopleand few- 
cr men; $0 «(3 it my Maſter ſhould falve upon an 
invaſioa, the time never fits as at this preſent, ſecuri- 
ty of this marriage, and the diſuſe oft Armes having 
caſt them into a dead ſleep, a ſtrong and wakning 
Faction being ever amongſt them ready to aſiſt us, 
and they being unprovided of Ships, or Arms, or 
hearts to fight, an univerſal diſcontentment followin 
all men : This I have from their Muſter datos cd 
Captains, whoare many of them of our Religion,or 
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of gone, and (o-ours ready tobe bought and (old, and 
defirous to be my Maſters ſervants ua Fee. 

Thus much for the State particularly,wherein 1 
haye bent my ſelf ro weaken thera and ſtrengthen us, 
and inall theſe have advanced the Carholick cauſe, 
but eſpecially in procuring tavours for all ſuch as fa- 
vour that fide, & crofling the other by all means , And 
this L practice my ſelfe, and give out to be generally 
raid by others, that wharſoever facceſs I find,l 
fill boaſt of the vitary, which I do-to diſheartem the 
Hereticks,and to make them (uſpitious one of another, 
clpccially of their Princes beſt States-men,andto keep 
our ownin-courage,who by this means increaſe, other- 
wile-would be in danger to decay. 

Now for Rcligion , and fuch defigns as fetch their 
pxetence from: thence, I beheld the policy of thar late 
Biſhop of theirs, Bancroft, who ſtirred up and main- 
taineda,dangerous Schiſme, betwixt our fecular Prieſts 
and Jeſuits, by which he diſcovered much weakneſs 
tothe diſhonous of our Clergy, and prejudice of our 
cauſe z Thistaught me as it did Baywevelt in the Low 
Countrics, tw work ſecretly and injcaſibly berwixt 
their Conformiſts, and Non-conformiſts, and to caſt 
an eye as faras the Orcades, knowing that buſineſs 
might be ſtirred upthere that might hinder proccedings 
in England, as the French ever uſed Scotland to call 
home the Forces of England, and fo to preyent their 
Conqueſts, the cffe& you have partly ſeen in the Earl 
of Argile, who ſometimes was Captain for the King 
and Church,againſ the great Marg. Huntley, and now 
fights under our banner at Brwxels, leaving the Cro(- 
ſes of St. George, and St, Andrew,tor the Croſs of St. 
Fames : Neither do our hopes end here, but we day- 


ly 
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ly expe& more Reyolters, or at leaſt ſuch a dilunion 
as will never admit folid reconcilement, bur will ſend 
ſome to us, & ſome to Am/terdams,for the King (a wile 
and _ Prince) labouring for 2 perteRt union be- 
twixt both the Kingdomes which he fees cannot be 
effefted z where the leaſt Ceremony in Religion is 
continued diverſe, ſharp & bitter brambles from thence 
arifiog, whilſt ſome ſtriving for honour morethen 
for truth, prefers their own way and will before the ge- 
neral peace of the Church,aud the edification of ſouls, 
be I ay ſecks to work both Churches to uniformity, 
and to this cad made a Journey into Scotland, but with 
no {uch ſucceſs as heexpeced, for divers of ours at- 
rended thetrain, who ſtirred up humors and factions, 
and caſt in ſcruples and doubts to binder and croſs the 
proceedings, yea thoſe that ſeera moſt adverſe tous, & 
averſc toour @pinions by their diſobedience and cx- 
ample, help farward our plots, and theſe arc incourag- 
edby a fatious and heady multitude, by a faint and 
Irrelolute Clergy, many falſe Brethren being amongR 
their Biſhops , and the prodigal Nobility, who main- 
tain theſe ſtirs in the Church, that thereby they may 
ſafely keep their Church livings in their hands, which 
they have moſt Sacrilegiouſly (cized upon in the time 
of the firſt Deformation, and which they tear would 
be recovered by the Clergy, if they could be broughe 
to a brotherly peace and agreement,for they have ſeen 
the King very bountiful in this kind, having lately in- 
creaſed their pentions,and ſerled the Clergy a Com- 
petent Maintenance,and beſides out of his own Means 
which inthat Kingdome is none of the greateſt, ha- 
ving brought in and reſtored whole Biſhopricks tothe 
Church, which were before in Lay-mens hands, a 

great 
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t part of the Nobilitie eſtate conſiſting of ſpiri- 
tual Lands,which makesthem cheriſh the Puritanicel 
Fa&ion, who will be content to be trencher fed with 
Scraps and Crums, and contributions, and arbitrary 
benevolence,from their Lords, and Lairds,and Ladies 
and their adherents and followers. 

But ( quorth the Inquiſiror General ) how if this 
a&t of the Kings, wherein he is moſt earneſt and con- 
ſtant, ſhould (o fir thrive, as it ſhould effect a perte 
union in the Church and Common-wealth, I tell you 
ir would in my conceit, be a great blow to us, if by a 
General meeting,a general peace ſhould be concluded, 
and all their Forces bent againſt Rome, and we ſee their 
politick King aims art this, 

True(quoth Gondamor ) but he takes his mark amiſs 
howſoever he underſtands the People and their incli- 
nation better then any man, and better knowes how to 


remper their —_— and afﬀfeRions, for beſides thar 


heis hindered, there in Scotland underhand, by ſome 
for the reaſons above recited, and by the other grear 
ones of ours, who are in great yu and authority a- 
moneſt them, he is likewiſe deluded in this point, even 
by his own Clergy at home in England, who pretend 
ro be moſt forward in the cauſe, forthey conſidering 
if a general uniformity were wrought,what an Inunda- 
rion would follow, whilſt all or moſt of theirs would 
fleckthither for preterment, ( as men preſſing rowards 
the Sun for light and hear ) and fo rheir own ſhould 
be un ler Þo, ; theſe therefore I (ay, howſoever they 
bearthe King f:irly in hand, are under: hand againſt 
it,and ſtand (tiff tor all Ceremonies, to be obtruded 
with a kind of ablolute'neceſſiry upon them, when the 
other will not be almoſt drawn'to reccive any, when 
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if an abatement were made, doubtleſs they might be 
drawnto mect in the midd'ſt , but there is no hope of 
this with them, where neither party deals-ſeriouſly, 
but only forthe preſent to (atisfie the King, and (0 
there no fear on either fide, that affeions and opini- 
ons,ſo divers, will ever be reconciled and made one, 
Their Biſhop of St. Andrews ſtands almoſt atone in 
the Cauſe, and pulls upon himſelf the labour, the loſs 
and envy, of all with lictle proficiency, whilſt the ad- 
verſe Faction have as (ure friends, & good intelligence 
about the King, as he hath , and the ſame Poſt, per- 
haps,thar brings a packet from the King to him,brings 
another from their abertors to them, acquainting them 
withthe whole mary ings and Councils,and prepar- 
ing them aforchand for oppoſition , this I know for 
truth, 7nd this I rejoyce in as conducing much to the 
Catholick good. 

But ( quoththe Nuxcio) are there none of the He- 
retical Preachers buſte about this Match, me thinks 
their fingers ſhould itch to be Writing, and their 
rongues burn to be Prating about this Buſineſs, cſpe- 
cially the Puritanical ſort, kowſoever the moſt tem- 
perate, and indifferent, carry themſclyes. 

Thetruth is my Lord, ( quoth the Embaſſadour ) 
that privately what they can, and publickly what they 
dare, both in England and Scotland, all torthe moſt 
part, except ſuch as be of our Faith, oppoſe this Match 
to the uttermoſt, by Prayers, Countels, Speeches, & 
Wiſhes z bur if any be tound longer rongued than his 
Fellows, we have ſtill Mcans to charm their ſaucineſs, 
and to ſilence them, ro expelthem the Court, to diſ- 
gracethem, and croſs their Preferments, with the im- 
putation of pragmatick Purjtaniſm : For ——_ 
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will Relate this one particular z A Door of theirs, 
and Chapline in Ordinary to the King, gave many 
Reaſons, un a Letter, againſt this Marriage z and Pro. 
pounded a Way how to ſupply the Kings Wants 0- 
therwiſe : which Tunderſtanding, ſo wrought under- 
hand, thar the DodFor was commited, and hardly eſ- 
caped the Danger of this preſumptious Adwonition , 
though the State knew his 7rent was honeſt, and his 
Reaſons good : Wherein we on the other-ſide ( both 
here, and with the arch- Duke) have had Bookspenn'd, 
and Pidures printed diretly againſt their King and 
State, for whichtheir Embaſſadors have ſought (aris- 
tation of us in vain, not being able to ſtay the Prince, 
or ſo muchas torouch the Hem of the Authors Gar- 
ment, But we haye an evaſion which Hereticks miſs, 
our Clergy being freed from the Temporal Sword, and 
ſo not included in our Treaties and Conditions of 
Peace, but ar liberty ro give any Heretical Prixce the 
Mate when they liſt, whereas they are lyable to ac- 
compt and hazard, and are muzled for barking, when 
ours may both Bark, and Bire too : The Council- 
Table, and the Star-Chember, do fo terrifie them as 
they darenotRiot, bur run ar the ſtirrop in excellent 
commend, and come in atthe leaſt Rebukey they call 
their Preaching in many places ſtanding up, but they 
crowch and dare not, ſtand not up, nor Queſt, behave 
themſclves like Setters, filent, a Creeping upon their 
Bollies, lick the duft which our Prieſts ſhake off from 
their beautiful feer. 

Now (quoth the Duke of Zerma ) (atisfie me a- 
bout our own Clergy how they fare, for there were 
here Peritions made to the King, in the Name of the 
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
